Washington, April 2.— The issue be- 
tween the United States and Spain ro- 
mniiiH unchanged. No communications 
having any bearing upon the situation 
have passed between the United States 
government nnd Spain since hist Thurs- 
day night, when Mr. Woodford trans- 
mitted the reply of the Sugasta ministry 
to the proposition of two weeks ago. 
Both governments appear to neeept the 
isme us made up and are shaping their 
course accordingly. This being the case 
the view is entertained, even by repre- 
sentative mon of the administration, that 
ci ugress upon receiving the President's 
inissuge early next week will take action 
which must result in a severance of the 
relations of the two countries. This was 
in part foreshadowed by the action of 
tin- senate committee on foreign relations 
to-day in agreeing to a resolution favor- 
able io the independence of Cuba and 
armed intervention if necessary to se- 
cure independence. 

With thi' crisis so near hand it is be- 
lieved thai if any intervention or me- 
diation is to come, it will be within the 
next few days, it is said, however, al 
the slate department late to-day that no 
offer of European mediation had yet been 
transmitted ollleially to the government. 
It was the general understanding that 
friendly overtures id' Ibis nature were 
looked for at any time from France and 
Austria, ami it was reported during the 
day that the presence in Washington of 
Cardinal Gibbons ami Archbishop Ire- 
land was in connection with mediation 
from Rome, and it was stilted on high 
authority at the state department that 
no overture of this character had taken 
ofllciul form, nor was. the slate depart- 
ment advised that any such slops were 
in contemplation. 

It is the understanding in ofllciul circles, 
bused upon information, that the recogni- 
tion of Cuban independence should not 
in itself bo regarded by Spain as a 
casus belli, but at the same time there 
is little doubt that such recognition of 
Cuban independence would be followed 
by the withdrawal of the Spanish minis- 
ter nnd his entire suite from Washing- 
ton and tin- termination of Spain's diplo- 
matic representation in Washington, 
Such withdrawal is one of the last steps 
preceding actual recourse to war. It is 
probable, however, that the withdrawal 
of the Spanish minister, following the 
recognition of independence, would not 
be so much an indication of war as it 
would be an emphatic protest by Hie 
Spanish government against recognition 
of a colony over which she claims to ex- 
ercise complete sovereignty. Although 
this recognition of independence is not 
considered a casus belli for which Spain 
would declare war, yet it would be view- 
ed in diplomatic quarters as a step which 
would have consequences inevitably ter- 
minating in war. For that reason it is 
id Ihnt recognition of independence of 
Cuba is likely to be no less grave than 
intervention. 

The Spanish minister continues to prc- 
rve his outward calm, although he 
Is thai the relations are extremely 
strained ami that bis stay in Washing- 
ton may not be long continued. To some 
of his diplomatic associates who called be 
said thai his conscience was perfectly 
lcar and he thought that Spain's cause 
.as a just one, and for this reason he 
fell no agitation. His position is a try- 
one, however, as the Spanish legation 
been subjected to a number of petty 
indignities within recent days. These

The full senate committee on foreign 
relations have practically agreed lo hi- 
cepl the recommendation of the sub- 
committee for the resolution recogniz- 
ing the independence of Cuba, recom- 
mending armed intervention if neces- 
sary to secure it. This conclusion was 
reached after a session to-Uay lasting 
an hour. 

Very few members of Congress who 
were seen early to-day say there is inueli 
hope of averting war. nnd those who do 
base their belief solely upon the theory 
that Spain at the lust minute will yield. 
Most of them look upon war as a cer- 
tainty and are discussing its prob- 
able duration, cost, etc. The only thhig 
that seems to be established definitely 
regarding the President's message to 
Congress on .Monday or Tuesday, un- 
less Spain backs down, is that the 
President will not ask for further de- 
lay. 

London, April 2.— The nervousness of 
the slock markets, which was emphasiz- 
ed by a .sudden drop of three points in 
Spanish fours at the opening of the 
stock exchange, has been fully reflected 
in diplomatic circles which have experi- 
enced almost as much difficulty as out- 
siders in extracting finds from the muss 
of contradictory statements regarding 
the llispaao- American crisis until to- 
day. Beyond the opinion generally that 
matters were ueuring a crisis, then' was 
not a man in London of real weight who 
was willing to risk an opinion as to this 
matter nnd whether the outcome would 
lie peace or war. Even now there is u 
difference of opinion, but the distinctly 
warlike tone of the great mass of evi- 
dence, and the marked divergence of the 
United States' demands and Spain's pro- 
posals, have led the majority to con- 
clude that the parting of the ways has 
been reached, unless within a few hours 
Senor Sugasta iH able to give assur- 
ances (hut the delay he asks for will 
insure the complete freedom of Cuba. 
It is not too lafe lo say that all Europe 
regrets it, though for different reasons, 
some because genuinely friendly nations 
are involved, ami others because they 
declare that the war bacillus will spread 
and aggravate the feverish spirit of un- 
rest already in evidence in tin' old 
world even when Spain is apparently 
intractable. The best informed persons 
believe Spain is only temporizing. 

Mr. .las. Price, M.P.. author of "The 
American Commonwealth," is quoted as 
saving: "Somehow 1 fancy that as 
nearly as the two powers have d rifled 
lo war. we are not going to witness so 
frightful a calamity. 1 know President 
MeKinley and all bis administration 
nnd 1 know they have no wish for war. 
In fact, none of the really clear-headed 
men in the United States want. war. 
Thev can see too far ahead. 

Spanish circles here have been greatly 
excited by the publication of an inter- 
view with the Spanish consul-general 
here. General Jurdo, who conveyed (he 
impression that if the settlement of the 
difficulty was left to the Spaniards of 
London' Spain would light, hut other 
people here point out that the Spaniards 
do not realize the volcano which is be- 
neath them. They suspect tile United 
States of 'bluffing,' and believe (she is 
afraid to come to close quarters. In 
a'ddition the Spaniards have a profound 
faith in the infallibility of their licet. 
Senor Jnrdo tersely expressed the feel- 
ing of his compatriots, saying: 'It my 
country wants inc. my money, my 
clothes, they shall have all, even to my 
lust shirt button.' " 

The White Mouse was as usual a cen- 
tral point in the great activity of the day 
and the President saw many public men. 
Some of them urged that the Maine in- 
cident be put forward as a casus belli, 
and that the general Cuban question be 
subordinated to it. Among .these was 
Representative Marsh, of Illinois, who 
said nfter talking with the President: 
"I went to see the President to tell him 
thai the basis of our declaration of war 
should lie the destruction of the Maine 
and the slaughter of American sailors. 
That was a foul and intentional blow 
at the American people, the American 
ling and American honor. It was done 
by the Spanish authorities. It was this 
foul blow that aroused the Auieiclin 
people. The general condition ol af- 
fairs is a blow at humanity, the other 
was a blow al the United States. ' 

There lias been some doubt as to what 
representations the Prosidenl would 
make in his message to Congress next 
week but he gave the members of the 
Senate foreign affairs committee who 
, -ailed upon him to-. lay to understand 
that he would r mmend both a recog- 
nition of the independence of Cuba and 
n declaration in favor of intervention 
bv the United States. 

Many senators, including members ol 
the foreign relations committee and 
members of the bouse to-day received 
telegrams from conservative business 
men in their slates counselling pacific 
lotion in Cuba. .

Madrid, April 12.— A semi-official state- 
ment lias been issued which says: "One 
id' the most immoral devices which is be- 
ing employed at the present moment to 
injure Spain is that of supposing Spain 
would be disposed to recognize the inde- 
pendence of Cuba in return for payment 
of indemnity. Already on the basis of 
Ihc jingoist fancies, people have been 
led to believe that President MeKinley 
based his proposals on this idea. This 
imposition has been utilized in Wall 
street bv every means to attract specu- 
lators into the jingo circles and compel 
them unconsciously to aid in spreading 
the uneasiness. It is our duty to de- 
clare in Ihc most authoritative manner 
that this is untrue; that no proposition 
containing the slightest allusion to inde- 
pendence in Cuba, cither with or with- 
out an indemnity, has been made to the 
Spanish government; that the govern- 
ment would straightway reject such u 
proposition, and there is no party of 
statesmen in Spain disposed to listen to 

ch a solution." 

London, April 2.— The Times says edi- 
torially this morning: "There is much 
sympathy with the attitude of both 
Spain and America. It is easy to see- 
how two proud nations without any 
bonds of traditional or social sympathy, 
mav find themselves involved, before 
thev fully realize their peril, in the grim 
realities 'of war. It is not unnaturally 
suspected that Spain's reply to the Unit- 
ed States is a device to gain time ami 
defer the war until the malarious- season 
in Cuba. If Cuba could attain any form 
of respectable government under tllp 
Spanish Hag, it would be the best thing 
which could happen, both for herself 
and neighbors; but there is scarcely a 
„leain of hope that this solution is now 
possible." 

The Daily Mail says: "Every lover ot 
liberty will -wish that, the war will he- 
short, as it is sure to be decisive. .1 he 
United States can gain nothing for 
themselves by fighting Spain, unless it. 
be an addition to their honorable record 
as the apostles of freedom. It is a mere 
commonplace to say how great is Eng- 
land's anxiety for an American suc- 
cess." • ,,, T 

The Daily Graphic says: "War may 
be regarded as inevitable within a very 
few weeks. The conciliatory form of 
Spain's refusal to America's demands 
can only produce a short delay. Pew 
reasonable people question the wisdom 
of the course the United States has 
adopted. Spain had a chance and lost 

The afternoon papers deplore war be- 
tween Spain and the United States, but 
declare it is inevitable, unless a third na- 
tion succeeds in patching up an elev- 
enth hour peace. Some papers deride 
the Madrid demonstrations. The West- 
minster Gazette refers to it as a sort 
of "international Nellie Parron perform- 
ance at the Royal theatre." 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: "Presi- 
dent MeKinley has played a great pa*K 
but he will know when the limit has 
been reached, and if the war is to be lie 
will enter upon it with quiet dignity, 
contrasting strongly with the excitable 
stage army effects at the Madrid operas 
house."' 

l ne report published in the Impnrei- 
ale that United States Minister Wood- 
ford was preparing to leave Madrid is 
entirely without foundation. Strong 
pressure is being brought to bear by 
some of the European powers upon the- 
(jueeii and the cabinet for the granting 
o't an immediate amnesty, to take ef- 
fect as soon as the insurgents shall ac- 
cept the proposition, thus securing time 
for negotiations ill Cuba between the 
autonomist government and the insurg- 
ents looking to the establishment of a 
permanent peace. It is not. known what 
position Spain will take in the matter. 

SCHOONER'S CREW LOST. 

One Seaman Survives to Tell the Tale- 
of Disaster on the Atlantic. 

Nantucket, April 2,— A large two- 
masted schooner foundered at a point 
about twelve miles east of Skagwuy 
li^'ht during the night. An underwrit- 
ers' agent sent assistance early this 
morning and the boat returned this af- 
ternoon bringing one survivor, who was 
taken from the rigging. Ho was un- 
conscious. Later the seaman revived 
sufficiently to give his name and a few 
other particulars. He is John A. Reed, 
first mate of the Si. Elmo, Capt. Henry 
Hall, from Rockland, Mnine, for New 
York. There were live men in the crew 
and the captain's wife accompanied him 
on the triii. Peed states that all the 
others on board the vessel were lost.

Frenzied Miners Lose Their Lives 
in the. Mud Hush to Swede 
Creek. 



News of the Frozen North by Two 
Travellers Arrived From 
Mi nook. 



The latest news of the Yukon was re- 
ceived yesterday by the Danube which 
brought word of the arrival at Skag- 
way of Ex-Mayor Wood, of Seattle, and 
Willis Carr, they having just completed 
a journey of 1,300 miles from Mlnook. 
On their way out they examined the 
new finds Oil Lake and Walsh creeks 
and say that so far as developed these 
new diggings do not justify the rush to 
them. They report one of the greatest 
stampedes of the winter in the Dawson 
district was that to Swedish Gulch. It 
began at eleven o'clock on the night of 
February l(i, the extreme cold of the 
Arctic winter not being enough to deter 
the gold seekers. In ibis mad rush for 
gold four men lost llieir lives by cold 
and a great number of others had frozen 
feet, lingers and faces. Still the rush 
continued unabated at the time Messrs. 
Wood and Carr left on February 24. In 
their long individual journey that lasted 
for seventy days the two travellers ex- 
perienced terribly cold weather, the ther- 
mometer ranging from 10 t < > 03 degree's 
below zero and for the trip averaging 20 
degrees below. 

The two travellers saw something, too, 
of the stampede which was caused by 
the finding of a $530 nugget cm the 
beach between Big ami Little Skookum 
on February 12. These benches are 
turning out wonderfully rich, as Mr. 
Wood stated that one he examined 
panned out no less than $15,000 in twelve 
feet and was expected to yield $100,000 
for the claim. 

The two travellers brought quite a 
budget of news also from the mini's on 
the American side of the line. They re- 
port that there are fully 1,000 men in 
the region between Circle City and St. 
Michael's, prospectors who started for 
Dawson but were unable to get through 
before winter set in and in consequence 
are putting in their time prospecting 
in Alaska. 

The stories o£ starvation among the 
Tanana Indians had little foundation, 
Mr. Wood said, for (hough the food sup- 
ply of fish was a little short there was 
no suffering, nor likely to be any. 

On the Alaska side of Forty Mile a 
good deal of prospecting has been done 
this winter and there have been several 
stampedes on American creek, 100 miles 
below Dawson, a new town called Eagle 
Creole having been started there. At 
Seventy Mile, twenty miles inside the 
Alaskan boundary, a great deal of pros- 
pecting is going on, but no results are 
yet made known. 

There have been stampedes during the 
winter to numerous creeks between 
Circle City and Seventy Mile and for a 
distance of 300 mile* below Circle City 
there have been numerous rushes to 
vaiidus Creeks including Beaver. Alder, 
Mlnook and its tributaries — Russian, 
Marshal!, Shefljn and Jncksprb the last- 
named being the most promising of the 
lot. It is staked for a distance of 
twenty miles. 

A district that Is attracting attention 
anew is along the Koyukuk river, 
which Hows from the north into the Yu- 
kon below the mouth of the Tanana 
practically paralleling the Yukon and 
Porcupine for a distance of 1 .000 miles 
and to a distance of (100 miles from the 
Yukon navigable for steamers. Here 
on the edge of the Arctic circle is an 
idd trading post, Arctic City. There has 
been $50,(10(1 in gold taken out of (he 
district ia the past ten years, but until 
lately it hits been considered too inac- 
cessible. However, it is believed that 
some rich finds will be made there this 
year as quite a number "f prospectors 
have their attention turned that way.

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A LITERARY TREAT. 

K. Marion Crawford to Lecture in the 
Oity— Something About Him, 

The literary people of the city 
looking forward with a good deal of 
pleasure in their anticipation to the visit 
of P. Million Crawford, tin; celebrated 
novelist and lecturer, who will be 
Institute hall cm the night of April 12. 
Mr. Crawford's Bubject will be "Pope 
Loo XIII.. Hi* Life and Character anil 
Uia Iniluonce cm Civilization." This is 
said to lie a most instructive unci de- 
lightful discourses, and in its social bear- 
ing one of tin' nicest important utter- 
ances thai have been heard front the 
platform in many a day. Mr. Craw- 
ford's delivery, backed by manliness of 
character, deep sincerity of feeling and 
intrinsic diguity and earnestness of 
mind, is easy, graceful, colloquial, unci 
steadily effective. The lecture comprises 
■a clear and comprehensive portrayal of 
the state of ICuropenn politics after the 
full of Napoleon, anil, later, al the time 
of Leo's accession: it deftly contrasts 
the characters of Pius IX am! Leo; it 
depicts tlie domestic life of the Vatican; 
ami it delineates the persona lily of the 
I'opc, with extraordinary felicity alike 
of truth and art, and while affording 
rare entertainment, it. tends to correel 
erroneous notions ami to allay ignorant 
prejudice. 

Andrew Lang lias justly called Craw- 
ford the "most versatile and verioiis of 
modern novelists." Since the appearance 
of "Mi-. Isaacs" in 1882 he has written 
nearly thirty novels distinguished for 
(heir variety of subject ami treatment, 
lie belongs to the race of cosmopolitan 
Americans; men who having no mental 
boundaries, accept for their literary in- 
heritance the romantic traditions ami 
customs of all nationalities. This natural 
taste, quickened by lOuropeiui education 
ami extensive travel has made him 
swift to comprehend all lands and races 
with their types of character developed 
by social or natural conditions. His 
adaptability of mind is partially explain- 
ed by him in "The Three Fates." sup- 
posed to he autobiographic, which de- 
scribes the 1 career of an lllihtor. "The 
young man's true talent," he says, "lies 
in his ready power of assimilating un- 
familiar knowledge by a pre ss of in- 
tuition which escapes methodical learn- 
ers. 

Mr. Crawford was born in Bayni di 
Lucca Italy, on August 2. 185-t. He is 
of mingled ancestry. His father, Thomas 
Crawford, the sculptor, was a native of 
Ireland, and his mother was an Ameri- 
can. He spent his early childhood in 
Xew York. After studying at Cam- 
bridge, Ileidleberg. Carlsruhe, and 
Home, he went to India in 1ST'.! and edit- 
ed the Indian Herald at Allahabad. 
There he became acquainted with a Per- 
sian jewed merchant who suggested the 
mysterious personality of "Mr. Isaacs." 
Returning to America in 1S.S1 he wrote 
the romance which hears his title. The 
fantastic creation with its Oriental 
llavor its hints of Anglo-India, the in- 
troduction of Ram Lai. the shadowy 
adept of occultism and the striking lig- 
ure of Mr. Isaacs, and his graceful 
hlltgour, Inranian features blazing eyes 
and luxurious tastes, bestowed immedi- 
ate celebrity upon its author. This was 
followed by "Dr. Claudius," which, al- 
though less romantic, showed increase 
in instructive skill. This became more 
marked in "To Leeward." an unlovely 
and tragic story of a wife's infidelity 
4iii(l of society in Home. The tale of a 

peasant boy who became a famous t >r 

is the theme of a "Roman Singer," is- 
sued in 1SS-I, and in the same year he 
published "An American Politician," in 
which are discussed the party spirit and 
corruption of American politics. In 
1883 "Zoroaster" was issued, a story of 
ancient Persia, introducing the court of 
Kill!.' Darius and the aged prophet Dan- 
iel. After "A Tale of the Lonely Parish,' 
a sketch of rural life in lOnghi ml, one 
of his most popular books appeared— 
"Saracinesca," which with "Sunt 
Hnrid" and "Don Orsino." forms a tri- 
ology describing the history of an It;:!- 
ian noble family of that day and indeed 
forms a complete study of Rome from 
18(ii5 to 1S.S7. Cardinal Anlonelli is 
brought upon the scene and the bewil- 
dered a" 1 ' stormy period of the last 
Sniggle of the Papacy for temporal 
power are painted with vigorous skill 
and rapid generalization until at last, as 
lie says in "Don Orsino." Old Koine is 
dead never t" he old Koine again. Tile 
last breath has been breathed, the aged 
eyes are closed forever: corrupt ion has 
done its work and the grand skeleton lies 
bleaching upon seven bills, half covered 
with the piecemeal stucco of a modern 
architectural body."

TUB PROVINCIAL DEBT. 

In his speech on the estimates Mr. 1!. 
I\ I lit hot nnule a point of very groat 
interest anil itnportnxicc when In- saitl 
thai Canada assumed nearly $03,000,000 
indebtedness: on account, of Ontario and 
Quolicv at the time of union. The point 
is tint affected in any way by tbe debt 
unsullied by Canada on account of this 

province. WllUt Mr. 1 1 it In I was seek- 
in.;,' to show was not that the terms of 
union were unfair or that the older pro- 
vinces had received greater considera- 
tion than Itritish Columbia, but that the 
various governments in control of those 
provinces had fell compelled to incur 
very large indebtedness for provincial de- 
velopment, "it is interesting to note 
wliat the debl of the four original prov- 
inces was. Ontario and Quebec were 
down for ijV-'.oOrt.OOO, Nova Scotia for 
$8,000,000 a ml New Brunswick for §7,- 
1)00,000. These .lelits were incurred for 
public works. Take the ease of N'ew 
Brunswick, whose debl is nearest that 
of British Columbia. New Brunswick 
has an area of 127,000 s. inure miles and 
at the time of confederation had a popu- 
lation of ahoul 230,000. lis per capita 
debt was there-fore lighter than ours 
now is. bill when compared to the area 
of the province, the amount of natural 
wealth awaiting development, the rev- 
enue producing capacity of those works, 
the revenue-paying ability of the prov- 
ince and the annual production of 
wealth the indeliteihiesH of the eastern 
province was far higher than that of 
British Columbia at present. The point 
which Mr. Ltithel brought out and which 
we wish to emphasize now is thai these 
older provinces went into debt freely in 
order thai their resources Uligllt'bc op- 
ened up, although to do so they were 
compelled to pay very much higher in- 
terest than we do. Referring again to 
iS'ew Brunswick we find that since con- 
federation a very considerable debt has 
been incurred. We think the amount 
is above 83,000,000. This lias been 
borrowed for public works including the 
subsidizing of railways. 

It is not necessary to tell any one 
who is familiar with the eastern prov- 
inces, that ns compared with British 
Columbia they arc poor in the natural 
resources. Let it be remembered that 
^British Columbia is greater in area than 
'Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward's Island combined, 
and is unquestionably richer by nature 
than they lire. It is a vast, area which 
only requires development along the 
right lines to become one of the most 
prosperous regions in the world. It is 
greater than they are in its mineral 
wealth, greater in its wealth of timber, 
greater in its pasture lands and we be- 
lieve will be round to be greater in its 
extent of agricultural lands. lis lish- 
-wws are at least equal to theirs. Its 
•commercial future, owing to ils posi- 
tion on the shore of the Pacific Ocean, 
is fully as promising as theirs, if not 
more so. Vet including what was as- 
sumed at the time of confederation and 
what has been incurred since, those 
provinces have borrowed and expended 
.,n public works ui> wards of $tf 0,000,01)1 >, 
or ten limes what this province has 

borrowed for the sa purpose. If w. 

look elsewhere for an. .(her comparison 
we will find Unit the province of West 
Australia, with a population of only 
130^000, and resources not by any means 
equal to ours, has borrowed for publi 
works the sum of 920,000,000. Thes 
I hint's show that those who clamor about 
the province being heavily in debt cither, 
are ignorant of what has been done else 
w here or I hey purposely slml their eye> 
l.i the facts in order thai they may hi 
aide to make a political point ngainsl 
their opponent «, We do nol wish to d 
them the injustice of suggest in « thu 
(bey have no faith ill the province and 
desire lo warn people against Inning 
nnyl lung to do with it. 

We believe the people of British Co- 
lumbia expect the government of .he. lay 
to pursue a very liberal policy of expen- 
diture along such lines as arc necessary 
to enable immigrants lo utilize the 
country's great resources and keep as 
much as possible of it at home. We be- 
lieve they would turn out of power a 
governmcnl which would stand supinely 
by and per I n it the greal opportunity of 
the present hour lo pass unimproved be- 
cause it is necessary to borrow money 
in order to lake advantage of it. A cry 
lias gone up throughout the pn>viricc_for 
:ia aggressive policy. The opposition 
press. in utter disregard the recent po- 
litical history of the province, have as- 
serted time and Liine again that the 
present government is a do-nothing gov- 
ernment: yet the moment a proposition 
is made to borrow any money to do 
Something with, a cry goes up that the 
government is recklessly extravagant, 
(lint it is plunging the province into debt, 
(hat it is seeking to corrupt the people 
with public money. We would li ke these 
opposition critics to tell us, if tlioy know 
themselves, how the province can be 
■developed without Hie expenditure of 
iii.nu'.v: we would like them to tell us 
how the needed money can hi- gol fex- 

with public money. We would like these 
to say where they think il ought lo be 
laid nut, so Unit no suspicion can be 



raised in the mind of an unreasonable 
man that somebody is going to he in- 
duced to vote for the government candi- 
dates because of it. 

The public of British Columbia expect 
that large stuns will he spent on public 
works, that needed railways will receive 
assistance, that needed highways and 
bridges will be constructed, thut neces- 
sary public buildings will be erected, 
and it would be senseless to deny that 
lor this purpose it will be imperative to 
send abroad for the money, for the sim- 
ple reason that it would be useless to 
expect to raise it by taxation. If wo 
do not. borrow we cannot hope lo pro- 
gress, and il ought (o be a mil Iter of 
profound gratificntidu, as indeed we 
know it is, to the great majority of the 
voters that our finances have been so 
handled that the requisite money can 
be got in the best market in the world 
on terms equal to those obtainable by 
almost any other country. A public 
debt for productive public works is not 
a burden, but a benefit; and we think it 
can be claimed with the fullest justice 
thai the very much greater part of the 
lebtedness of this province is for works 
that have contributed to the public rev- 
Hlie and will continue to increase tile 
existing sources of income. The excep- 
tion is, of course, wha! has been laid 
tit on public buildings. It in unwise 
, object to our present indebtedness, 
ecu use if the province grows, as we all 
spec! it will in population anil wealth, 
the debt will be very much greater.

CLHOPATRA. 

We shall never know what the real 
Cleopatra was like. That she was a xvo- 
n,an of extraordinary personal charms 
scans to be unquestionable. That she 
was a woman of brilliant attainments 
mil j be inferred from the fact thai slie 
wiis said to be able to converse freely 
in seven languages. Thill she was pos- 
sessed of great talents may bo inferred 
frilll the ascendancy over Caesar and 
Antony. She came of a family which 
produced many great men. She xvas a 
daughter ..f the Ptolmeys, a family, 
which originating in tireece, ruled Egypt 
for three centuries. The splendor of 
their reigns was remarkable and some of 
the sovereigns of the name gained greal 
renown by their literary mid scientific 
attainments. Cleopatra was born in 
(I!) 15. (.'. and died in 30 B. ('.. having 
keen therefore only .'!!) years old at the 
lime the little serpent ended her short 
hill meteoric career. When eighteen 
years of age she ascended the throne of 
h'frypl conjointly with her brother. The 
latter dispossessed her. whereupon Cae- 
sar came to her rescue, with the result 
that she was restored to her place and 
her brother was driven from the kingdom. 
Two years later she repaid Caesar for 
his kindness by going to Koine to live 
with him. She remained there for two 
years until immediately after Caesar's 
ilea Ik. Of her relations with Antony 
and her tragic death on being falsely 
told that he had been slain at Actiuni it 
is not necessary to say anything. 

Cleopatra is interesting as a type of 
he sex at the meridian splendor of an- 
cient civilization. In some respects xve 
fall to-duy very short of the height at- 
tained in Egypt and Koine during the 
century preceding the beginning of the 
pn sent era. When Cleopatra visited 
Ant. ny at Tarsus in -II B. C . her voyage 
is said to have been marked by incon- 
ceivable magnificence. Ingenuity and 
wealth exhausted themselves in contrib- 
uting lo the pleasure of those in power 
ill those days. Vet. such men as the 
I tolmeys and such women as Cleopatra 
were not mere voluptiliries. The tine 
aits received their patronage: literature 
IKurishcd under their influence, what 
then passed for science was greatly en- 
. em aged by them. Among them were 
guilt soldiers, great statesmen, men of 
I lie broadest ideas. There w ere philoso- 
phers tinning them, careful students, pro- 
found scholars. Yet along with all these 
admirable traits xve find an abandon- 
ment lo sensual pleasures that is incom- 
pr. hensible to the people of our own 
days. We would find ourselves unable 
P. understand hoxv, for example, a Eur- 
i, pi an queen could sink lo such a level 
that al the time of a crisis in the affairs 
of her kingdom she would go to a foreign 
capital and live as mistress of the sov- 
eieign in exchange for bis protection 
against another country, or that the pco- 
ple of either country would lol- 
ciatc any such conduct on their ruler's 
p-vrt. Thai Cleopatra could have done 
this and thai Caesar lost no standing 
by il serves P. show upon how very dif- 
ferent a plane society was ordered then 
to wlllll is now. The age xvas one of 
intense materialism, against which the 
teachings of the N'eophlbpnisls in Egypt 
.•in.l of Christ in Palestine were protests, 
or this materialism Cleopatra was a 
splendid representative. For her there 
xvas nothing in life comparable to ma- 
terial enjoyment, and when the man of 
he: choice was reported slain, all the 
greatness and glory of her surroundings, 
all Ihe traditions of her illustrious race 
were as nothing, Only ill death could 
sh ■ find solace. In her we have lln* spirit 
o!' ancient civilization typified. It was 
of the earth earthy. It was great in ma 

i. rial achievements; it. xvas little in 
everything which tended to the elevation 
of man to his true position. We can 
find in the career of this romarkttblejvo- 

ii. an. if xve look closely enough, all that 
is necessary to account for the fall of the 
empires of her day and the centuries im- 
mediately preceding. They built upon a 
foundation Unit, was not, abiding, be- 
cause they ignored the divine spark 
which alone distinguishes mankind from 
lower creations. We cannot, imagine 
representative men and women of this 
llgc recognizing the higher aspect of hu- 
manity which the Psalmist had in mind 
when he uttered that rhapsody begin- 
ning: 

"When I consider the heavens Ihe work 

ol" thy lingers. 
And tlie.moon and the stars which thou 

liast ordained, 
What is man that thou art mindful of 
him." 

No such lofty conception entered their 



minds. Their thoughts were not above 
the present life; their ideal of existence 
wns to make the most of the passing 

hour. They said to their souls lei us 
eat, drink and be merry, for to-morrow 
,ve die. Of this class xvas Cleopatra., 
v illi all her beauty, all her accomplish- | 
incuts, all her intelligence, all her power 
as a queen. The civilization which she 
represented did nol die wilh her, but . 
lingered on for some centuries, but it had 
lost its 'vital force and nol even the glor- 
ious galaxy of thinkers beginning wilh 
Philo .1 milieus and ending with llypalia 
could save it from extinction. 

It has been very aptly pointed out (bat 
although it may seem very line from a 
Conservative standpoint lo have the sen- 
ate block measures introduced by the 
Liberals, it will' not seem quite so tine 
when Ihe Conservatives get back into 
[lower by and bye to find their measures 
blocked by a Liberal senate, and if Ihe 
party now in power should remain there 
for two parliaments, a Liberal majority 
in the upper chamber will be by no 
melius improbable. 

The Columbian says il does not think 
very much of the way the government is 
endeavoring to develop the country, and 
seems particularly to object to the taxes.

<•!!! iii yesterday's issue. 

Hon. Mr. Kbcrts, iittorney-Keneral, 
nexl look up the debate. He refrained 
from going into figures or the budget, 
hollering thai they had already* been 
Ifoiitf iiiin fully by members who had 
made the necessary deep study of the 
subject, lie would confine himself prin- 
cipally to same of the attacks made up- 
on the government by members on the 
other side of the house. At the outset 
he would congratulate the previous 
speaker on his able address, particularly 
<ui his remarks dealing with the govern- 
ment of the province on economical lines. 
The opposition had quoted other pro- 
vinces in comparison to British Colum- 
bia, but in their quotations they failed 
lo take into consideration the great dif- 
ferences that exist. A great amount 
more was necessary to develop the re- 
sources of a country which was all hills 
and valleys than n Hat country. It 
must have been a great gratification to 
the honorable premier that the attacks 
of the opposition had all fallen short of 
the mark. He felt bound to call atten- 
tion to the remarks of the lion, member 
for Dewdney. This gentleman bad 
made the same speech as annually came 
from him, and could not get through it 
without showing a factional animosity, 
and that factional animosity was taken 
up by other members on the same side 
ol the house. He had hoped that all 
such stulT as this had been dropped, but 
it seemed that it was not yet so. It 
should be buried and buried for good. 
The lion, member for Richmond bad 
made his attacks on the government in 
tour or rive different ways and they were 
remarkable for their weakness. They 
could all be summed up in nothing. Ho 
hud accused the government of legislat- 
ing for the rich as against the pour, and 
had referred to the water clauses act 
iind said that some fanners were being 
ruined on account of the fees. That net 
was the first of its kind In the Dominion 
and when the government first took up 
the question they found many difficulties 
in the way of pleasing everyone whom it 
was intended to benefit. There were 
rights for municipalities, rights for irri- 
id miners' rights, and nets deal- 
all these had to be consolidnt- 
was in consideration of evcry- 
very fair net indeed. The ex- 
,ho drew up the rules and regu- 
vere mil expert engineers, yet 
unplishcd their work in such a 
il manner that there had not 
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ises il was unjust to 
i instead of by the 
Ibis might be quite 
I rue, but then there would be no diffi- 
culty in remedying this and the govern- 
ment would be found very willing where 
il was shown that any one was being 

charged too much to make a el ge. 

So far as the government was concerned 
I hey would not permit one harsh rule or 
regulation to remain if it were pointed 
out, He defended the chief commission- 
er of lands an i works against the accus- 
ation thai he had veered from the per- 
formance of his duty. One honorable 
gentleman had based a violent attack 
on ii very small matter— n sehoolhonse at 
Steveston. This only showed to what 
lengths he would go in order to find 
something to complain about. I here 
was a necessity at Steveston for a 
sehoolhonse and the government had 
spent $700 in that direction. The educa- 
tional requirements increased, and this 
year the government placed '$1,500 more 
in the estimates. The attack of the lion, 
gentleman was that the $2,200 should 
have been given all at once, The licens- 
ing of hotels nl the lownsite was another 
mallei. The honorable member for 
Richmond was n member of the commit- 
tee that had this clause before them, 
and he was instrumental in having it 
knocked out. The people of the town- 
site were most anxious to have two ho- 
tels licensed. 

Another mailer was the protection ol 
I be banks of the river at Kevelsfoke. 
There bad been an attempt to throw the 
onus of that on the provincial govern- 
ment. This was dealt with by the hon. 
member for Comox, and he bad handled 
il well. The speaker always contended 
that if the Dominion government ussutu- 
eil control of navigation they should 
likewise see to it th«l no depredation 
was committed by the river upon its 
ranks. Every one should stand up for 
this government in its fight: for provin- 
cial rights, and those protection works 
we'O onl\ made a joint proposition when 
it became evident that the neople were 
about to lose their homes if some one 
,11,1 „ot come to their rescue When the 
ci'v for help was raised the Dominion 
"o'vornmeut did not come to the rescue 



of the people, even though this govern- 
ment hail done everything to induce 
t hem. 1 1 would be ' found to he the 

policy of the present provincial govern- 
ment to protect the people from the dam- 
ages of these hanks and save their 
homes, even though the question of pro- 
vincial rights intervened. The lion, 
member for Ens! Vale had referred to 
the expenses in this province and was 
particularly hard on men who were do- 
ing their duty— the civil servants. He 
said that they were overpaid, and made 
sonic comparisons with Manitoba. This 
was manifestly unfair, as evidenced in 
particular by his reference to the land 
registry offices. The provinces were 
widely different ill this respect, Mani- 
toba being divided up in municipalities 
and townships, while a great portion of 
this province was under control of the 
provincial government. He had noticed 
that the honorable member whom he 
hail under discussion had been particu- 
larly silent on the question of the road 
from l'enticton to Boundary Creek. The 
honorable gentleman, he believed, would 
bo overjoyed if this road were ill opera- 
tion to-day. bill yet he was so bitter 
along party lines that he would vote 
against it because it was a government 
measure.- He would have his constitu- 
ents to face on this question, and they 
would bring him to account. The lion, 
leader of the opposition had. as was his 
custom, every year got off his blue ruin 
speech. He bad talked about the great 
timber, mining, and fishing industries of 
the country in the same breath as he 
tried to make people believe that it was 
going to ruin, lie had talked about the 
provincial debt of $5,750,000 in his blue 
ruin speech, but if he would just take a 
look at the cities of Victoria and Van- 
couver he would see a debt of $4,000,000 
and there was no cry of blue ruin there. 
The hon. member had said that the ap- 
propriations for East Yale were more 
than for West Yale, his constituency, 
because the government had a hope of 
regaining East Yale. This meant that 
the lion, gentleman considered that his 
constituency was safe to him in any 
event, but be bad better not count his 
chickens before they wen- hatched. I he 
government bad no oitject in making the 
appropriation which it did for East lale 
than to provide tor necessary develop- 
ments and improvements. The speaker 
believed that there were great resources 
in West Vale, and assured the repre- 
sentative of that constituency that as 
soon as they were made prominent a 
generous appropriation could be expect- 
ed from the government, no matter what 
hopes there were of gaining the constitu- 
ency. All this claptrap about legislating 
for the rich man as against the poor 
man had been gone into by the hon. gen- 
tleman. He wished, however, to chal- 
lenge any member on the opposite side 
of the house to prove himself a better 
friou.l to the poor than was he (Mr. 
Ebcrts). The speaker said, thai U the 
members of the government cared to 
take the liberty of going into personal 
matters some things would he found out 
about this boasted friendship lor the 

, r man. The sec 1 member for 

Vancouver bad been particularly insult- 
ing and when he referred to the com- 
mittee whitewashing the ( hid < om 
missioiier of lands and works he must 
have known that his words were not in 
keeping with the truth.

We 
knew that our coal industries were lli- 
Mxlmitt'tibic and Ilia' from tne Crow's 
Ne- i i'ass tile coal and enkr would huihl 
op as fine a smelting industry as any 
now existing on the other side of the 
line. (Applause.) 

Mr. Williams, who followed, said that 
if he might, use the expression the govern- 
ment keep too much up their sleeves in- 
stead of supplying iufornintion. If the 
opposition had been informed, for in- 
stance, that the government bail imlde 
an arrangement on the Loamy & Kyle 
question or in regard to the Vancouver 
drill shed, tlu-y would not have bad to 
ask for so many ret, o us.

To provide Cor the weight and sttlo of 
bread nnd to further amend the 
Market By-Law. . 

1. All bread sold or offered for sale in 
the city of Victoria in whatever shape, 
form or fashion, must be in loaves of 
one pound and a half and three pounds 
avoirdupois weight respectively, and the 
price charged therefore shall be at a 
rate per pound, and no person shall sell 
or offer for sale any bread except by 
weight. Provided always that for bread 
Hindu 2-1 hours anil over, one ounce light 
weight shall be allowed for every one 
pound and a half of bread, but whcii- 
every such allowance in weight shall .be 
claimed the burden of proof in respect 
to the time when the bread in respect of 
which such allowance shall be claimed, 
was baked, suit! or exposed for sale shall 
devolve upon the defendant or baker of 
such bread. 

!_'. Nothing in the last preceding sec- 
tion contained shall be construed or ex- 
tended to prevent bilkers or other per- 
sons from selling currant loaves, bis- 
cuits, buns, rolls, crackers, muffins, or 
any oilier fancy cakes commonly made 
in the trade. 

.'!. Every baker and every vendor of 
bread ahull keep scales ond weights suit- 
able for the weighing of bread in a con- 
spicuous place in his shop, and every 
baker and every vendor of bread shall 
weigh the bread sold or offered for sale 
if requested.

Hounding the turn near tin- 
buoy tin- rudder chains fouled, and 
dipt. Meyer promptly noticing what was 
wrong nt once reversed the engines. He 
was unable, however, to save the vessel 
from going aground on the reel', though 
as she lay she was just to the channel 
side of the buoy, which would seem to 
show that the buoy had either .shitted n 
little or did not give any allowance for 
the channel alongside. The Danube ran 
her forefoot on the reef and rested there 
until ns the tide wits rising there was 
enough water to Boat her off a few hours 
later. The Danube left Skagway tin 
Tuesday nnd on the way down experi- 
enced very unpleasant weather, with 
both rain 'and snow. She had twenty- 
five passengers from Dyea, Skagway nnd 
Wruugel, the majority of whom hud got 
their stuff in pretty well from the coast 
and had come back for more supplies. 

One of these was A. Mcintosh, of Ore- 
gon, who had taken ill a ton and a half 
to Lake Bennett over the White Puss 
and is now back to get another ton < > r 
supplies to take in by the way of Uvea. 
He says that the weather has turned 
quite warm in the north and us a result 
the Skagway trail is not in us good con- 
dition as it was a couple of weeks ago. 
A. J. Windgato of Nickerson, Kansas, 
wlio comes from Wrange!, says the ruin 
there has made the ice too soft for trav- 
elling Up the river. 

FOR NORTHERN TRADE. 
Uvea should the rush of miners come 
that is now expected when the first news 
of this spring's clean-up of the Yukon 
is received, there can no longer be any 
doubt that the tonnage available will lie 
equal to the requirements of the north- 
en- trade. In addition to the licet al- 
ready at hand there are at, least five 
more large ocean liners coming— the Ath- 
enian, Ping Suay. Cnpc Otway, Mnn- 
i-ia-nse and the Gnroiiuc. The two lat- 
ter have been on berth in England for 
smiie time, generally known that they 
are coining. The Maniiuense sailed from 
Liverpool for Victoria and Vancouver 
om February ^1. She is consigned to It. 
P. Rithet & Co., Ltd., and will bring 
mil a full cargo. A month or so ago it 
was intended that the Mnnnuense should 
take a load of miners right up to St. 
Michael's, booking them from ICnglnnd 
through to Dawson City, and ill St. 
Michael's she was to remain until the 
p.ini-rs were ready in the fall to start 
home. To facilitate this plan river 
hinges were built to complete the voy- 
frpni the mouth of the river to Daw- 
. or what ever other point of de- 
barkation the passengers desired. These 
barges are believed to have been limit 
steel and there are some half dozen 
of them. They are now all on board and 
the object of their construction is to be 
achieved, hut the plans have been so al- 
tered as to permit of the Mnnnuense 
making frequent trips between Victoria, 
Vancouver and northern ports. The 
Mnnnuense is a most modern type of 
veshel lighted by electricity, and capable 
of running lo knots an hour. She has 
accommodation for GO first-class and 
Ull second-class passengers, while it is 
claimed thai additional accommodation 
can be easily afforded between decks. 
She is a Cllasgow built craft of 1,072 
tons gross, and t)7C tons net, and her di- 
mensions are 281.1x32.1x15.6. She was 
owned by it. Single-hurst, oc Co., and is 
comparatively new. The Garonne was 
to have left Liverpool yesterday and her 
plans are somewhat similar to those for 
tlit- Manauense. Her tonnage is 3,1)01 
gross and 2.4S. r i net, and iier dimensions 
1582.

WILL LIKELY RECOVER.

A police ihaijlstrato in his official ca- 
pacity has many it delicate duty to per- 
forin, but Magistrate Macrae was con- 
fronted with a task yesterday afternoon 
which rather unnerved him. It was dur- 
ing the progress of the evidence taken in 
the Sandycox vs. Schneider case of 
theft when in order to settle an import- 
ant point it was necessary to find out 
whether a pair ot* slippers produced in 
court would lit Mrs. Schneider. The 
defendant removed one of her shoes nnd 
the magistrate came down from his dig- 
nified position on the bench to the pris- 
oner's feet. Of course the vulgar audi- 
ence laughed at the situation. His wor- 
ship tumbled a little, his modesty prob- 
ably being accountable fur his awk- 
wardness, but altogether he acted like a 
novice or a man out of practice in the 
business, lie at length gut out of pa- 
tience and handed the- job over tu -Mr. 
Sandycox. 

Maria Schneider is not a woman for 
whom a score of gallants might stum- 
ble over each other in order to perform 
a service of this kind. In fact her re- 
putation as given by herself ought 
rather to induce 11 man of good character 
and weak muscles to avoid her. 

When the court opened in the after- 
noon she went on the stand to contradict 
the evidence given by Sandycox the day 
before. She denied it flatly and in every 
particular, wearing throughout the pro- 
ceedings the air of an injured and 
justly indignant person. Once or twice 
she affected to weep but produced no 
tears. While she was telling her story 
Mr. Sandycox sat close to her and when 
he thought she was going wide of the 
truth he would intimate as much with 
shakes of the head, sighs and sarcastic 
laughs. This annoyed the witness, who 
on one occasion abruptly ordered him to 
keep quiet and on another threatened to 
slap his face. She admitted thai she 
was the licensee of the London House 
and kept furnished rooms in connection 
with the place. Both men and women 
occupied them. Some of the women 
were had and some might not be; she 
was not supposed to know anything 
about that. On St. Patrick's Day -Mr. 
Sandycox was in her place and had a 
few drinks with her. He got suit on 
her and promised that when he gut 
$25,000 which was coming to him the 
next week lie would make her wealthy. 

"Why did he do this'.'" the witness was 
asked. 

"lie said he loved my face," was tin- 
reply. 

All eyes in the courtroom were im- 
mediately turned on the witness' face 
and Sanilycix looked incredulous. 

Sandycox, tho witness continued, of- 
fered to buy her a pair of slippers. She 
saiil "All right, old man," and he went 
away to get them. He came' hack some 
time afterwards nnd left the slippers on 
the bar. She did not meet him upstairs 
never had her band in his pocket, nor 
ever .say his purse. She went out 
without' trying the slippers 011 and did 
not come hack till about 7 o'clock in the 
evening. Sandycox was asleep on a 
chair at the time and was paralyzed 
drunk. She next saw him the next morn- 
ing when he came iuto her house? and 
said, "My lady, you have got my 
money." She denied tho accusation 
and a hot argument followed. 

"I c»me out from behind the bar," 
said the witness, "and smashed his face. 
1 thou threw llilil out 011 the sidewalk." 

The court took a look at. Sandycox's 
face and interrupting the witness, said, 
"You mean that you struck him?' 

"Yes, 1 did," was the reply," and threw 
him out. He is a liar." 

The defence here produced the slip- 
pers which were ideetitied as the ones 
Mr. Sandycox had bought and neither 
the magistrate nor Sandycox could make 
them go on Mrs. Schneider's feet. 

The chief of police in his cross-examin- 
ation attempted to make tin- witness ad- 
mit that she was a notorious character 
and was proceeding in his work when 
Mr. Powell, for the defence, objected, 
claiming that the chief's questions were 
irrelevant to the case ami calculated 
only to slur his client. If Hie chief tried 
to "prove that Mrs. Schneider had 
some time past been keeping a horn 
which notorious characters were harbor- 
ed in violation of the law it was a soil 
of self-confession that he was not i; 
norant of the fact and he must linv 
been derelect in his duty. Mr. Powell 
pleaded Unit on the ground of public 
pedieucy tin' chief should be stopped 

The magistrate said he must adinil 
that Mr. Powell's comment was not tin 
called for and advised the chief to pi 
no further. 

.The case then came to a standstill on 
account of the absence id' a witness tor 
the defence and it will lie continued on 
Monday. His worship intimated that as 
far as the case had gone he did not 
that, there was sufficient evidence 

which to ( unit the prisoner for t 

but of course if tin- case ended a 
stood it might come up again, 
evidence of the missing witness 
united that of Mrs. Schneider ; 
such as could be believed it. w< 
the matter entirely. .

After leaving the court and while pro- 
ceeding up Broad street Sandycox was 
overtaken by Airs Schneider, who grab- 
bed him by 'the collar and told him she 
would punch his head off before she got 
through with him Mr Sandycox broke 
loose and retreated to the' other side of 
the street before his assailant got 
chance to carry out her threats.

HOSPITAL FOR INSANE. 

Medical Superintendent in His Annual 
Koport Speaks of the Wastrels of Brit- 
ish Society Shipped Prom Home. 

The annual report of the hospital for 
the insane, presented in the legislature 
on Thursday, showed that during the 
past year the total number of patients 
under treatment was 210, of whom 195 
WefC males and fit females. There were 
remaining under treatment, at the end ot 
the year 201, of whom 101 were malts 
and '-10 females, This munlier is higher, 
by ii3.tb.an on December 153, 189(1, when 
it stood at males 1-12, females 2!), total 
171. There were 74 admissions m the 
year, the highest on record. One reason 
too for the large number of patients 
now in tin? hospital is the decreased 
death rate, it being only II in laSKi ana 
11 in 1897, as against 19 in 
1804, and 20 in 1895, when there 
were fewer patients. Of the 27 patients 
lischarged during the year, 20 had re- 
•ovored, or 27.02 per cent, of the new ad- 
missions; 5 were discharged as improved, 
and 2 as unimproved. 

Dr. Bodin'gton, the medical supermten- 
>nt, reiterates the substance of the re- 
marks he mad.' last year as to the col- 
onies being made use of as a place of de- 
portation for the waifs and strays ol 
British society. He says: 

"I cannat too strongly urge the inex- 
pediency of shipping oh' either from the 
Mast or from Europe the wastrels of so- 
ciety. Useless and unmanageable as they 
niav be at home, they become still more 
useless and unmanageable 111 the remote 
West, where the difficulties of life to be 
encountered are greater ami die resour- 
ces at command for their rebel are less 
than those to he met with in older and 
settled communities. It seems to befor- 
gotten that life in the colonies is not 
easier than it is at home. It requires for 
success men not only stalwart in body, 
hut healthy in mind. I cannot therefore 
too strenuously endeavor to impress up- 
on my brother practitioners in the 
Old Country the fact that in "shipping 
off to the colonics," as the phrase runs, 
patients who are tho subjects of incipient 
or borderland insanity, or of inveterate 
moral depravity, or any form of mental 
deviation or twist which, short of landing 
them in an asylum, renders them unman- 
ageable nt home and utterly unbearable 
- in "shipping off" such characters, I 
sav— they are only driving them from 
bad to worse. They are merely banish- 
ing them out of sight in order to keep 
them out of mind, to get rid of thcm.in 
fact, at the expense of the colonies. In 
this province, when such cases arrive at 
the West Coast, and being confronted 
by the Pacific ocean, can wander no fur- 
ther, their condition becomes aggravated 
many-fold. They throw discredit upon 
the old countries whence they spring. 
They are equally as much n nuisance 
here' as there, and are here, without 
guardians or guidance, even more in- 
capable of providing for themselves than 
at home. Hence they gravitate into our 
asvlum ami tend to swell unfairly the 
percentages of lunatics to population. 
They are not wanted in the province, 
where they are looked down upon as un- 
desirable vagrants. It is much to be 
hoped that medical practitioners < will 
cease to recommend, as they are so apt 
to do, the deportation of unmanageable 
youths et hoc genus omne to the colonies 
to their detriment, and to the detriment 
of the communities amidst which they 
an- plunged."

In the meantime 
the- other William Andrews in 18111 went 
from Stoetsvllle 1" Winnipeg, leaving vari- 
ous creditors In Ontnrlo. These in some 
wnv got the Impresson that the money nt 
the credit of William Andrews In this 
company was the property of their debtor, 
mill after necessary proceedings got the 
money gnrillshced and had It paid over to 
themselves In quittance of their debts. 
Lust October William Andrews, of Mis- 
souri, becinne aware of what hud happen- 
ed nnd demanded his money. The com- 
pany refused pavmont, believing them- 
selves protected bv order of the court. 
Judge Street decided on Saturday that 
there was nothing In these proceedings to 
bur the right of the plaintiff to recover 
ami to extend bis claim with Interest from 
181HI and gave judgment ncordlngly.
